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"Donny" Blake 

Greenbelt’s Outstanding Employee of 1982 


(The following profile is 
based on an interview con¬ 
ducted during a two-hour 
ride-along by our reporter 
with Cpl . Blake J

The city council recogniz¬ 
ed Corporal Edward “Dan¬ 
ny” Blake as Greenbelt's 
employee of the year, at its 
Twelfth Annual Awards 
Banquet on March 12. The 
award is offered to the city 
employee who has exhibited 
commendatory service to the 
community. One citizen de¬ 
scribed Danny as “a prime 
example of an officer and a 
gentleman.” 

Danny Blake has worked for 
Greenbelt’s police department for 
11 years. In the past year, he 
demonstrated what former of¬ 
ficer Thomas VanValkenburgh 
says he always is, more than just 
a police officer. In presenting 
the award, Mayor Gil Weidenfeld 
described Blake as an “automo¬ 
bile mechanic, when helping per¬ 
sons with stalled cars or flat 
tires; as a locksmith for manag¬ 
ing to help a resident who had 
locked herself out of her house; 
as a loan officer, by a person in 
need of money for an unexpected 
emergency; and as a high wire 
artist for saving a woman’s life 
by risking his own on a seven- 
story-high balcony.” 

Corporal Blake exceeds the re¬ 
quirements of his job because he 
thinks of himself as a profession¬ 
al public servant more than he 
thinks of himself as a profes¬ 
sional law enforcement officer. 

Philosophy 

Though Blake is reserved, his 
personality radiates warmth and 
compassion. He thinks his attri¬ 
butes are the result of his par¬ 
ent’s “words of wisdom” and his 
West Virginia upbringing: “My 
parents always told me to hide 
in the middle of the pile and 
treat everybody as though they 
are 100% better than me. They 
said, “You’re at the bottom of 
the pile to everyone but you!”

When Blake graduated from 
high school, he enlisted in the 
Marine Corps, He served in 
Europe for a year and in 1966 
was commissioned to Vietnam, 
where he was wounded and ex- 
p erienced several close calls.

The young, American-born 
conductor, Alan Balter, will con¬ 
duct the Baltimore Symphony 
Orchestra in the concert spon¬ 
sored by the Greenbelt Arts 
Trust and Greenbelt Cultural 
Arts Center at Eleanor Roosevelt 
High School on Wednesday, Ap¬ 
ril 20, at 8 p.m. 

Balter, the personal choice of 
Maestro Sergiu Comissiona to be 
the Associate Conductor of the 
Baltimore Symphony, (BSO) 
joined the BSO in 1979 as the 
Exxon Arts Endowment conduc¬ 
tor, His ability has been recog¬ 
nized near and far. In past sea¬ 
sons he has appeared as guest 
conductor with the American 
Symphony at Lincoln Center in 
New York, the Arkansas Sym¬ 
phony, Atlanta Symphony, Buf¬ 
falo Philharmonic, Osaka Phil¬ 
harmonic, Yomiuri Nippon Sym¬ 
phony and Sapporo Symphony. 
AH of these appearances have 
brought him critical accolades. 

Bern in New York, Alan Balter 
studied music at the Juilliard 
School of Music, He began his 
music studies playing the piano, 
later, he learned the clarinet. He 


know that five or six times 
should have been my time: like 
when a shell drops in front of 
you and it’s a dud ... it doesn’t 
go off; or when you’re standing 
next to an antenna and it goes 
up in flames, but you’re okay. I 
think God’s watching me. I 
think I'm immortal and very, 
very lucky.” 

When Blake was discharged 
from Vietnam in 1968, the Ma¬ 
rine Corps presented him with 
an opportunity to go to officer 
candidates’ school, an opportun¬ 
ity Blake refused and today de¬ 
scribes as “the biggest mistake 
of my life. I could have been a 
major or a colonel by now.” In 
lieu of becaming an officer, 
Blake became a military police¬ 
man until June of 1969, when he 
left the Marine Corps and went

concentrated on a double major 
in music and mathematics at Ob- 
erlin College/Conservatory. After 
earning a master's degree at the 
Cleveland Institute of Music, his 
career continued as clarinetist 
with the Atlanta Symphony Or¬ 
chestra. In 1976, Balter captured 
first prize in the Min-On Inter¬ 
national Concours for Conductors 
in Tokyo, winning a 12-concert 
conducting tour of Japan. In 
1979, conductors Seiji Ozawa of 
the Boston Symphony and Gun¬ 
ther Schuller requested that Alan 
Balter participate as a conduct¬ 
ing fellow at the Berkshire Mu¬ 
sic Center in Tanglewood, Mass. 

Balter possesses a magnetic 
personality and a remarkably 
high degree of musical under¬ 
standing, Critics expect him to 
be recognized for greatness soon. 


City Agrees with Development 
Plans for Greenbelt Park

With several resolutions and one ordinance passed for 
first reading, it was a run-of-the-mill council meeting on 
March 7. First council quickly ran through a proposal on 
future uses of Greenbelt Park. 


After reviewing the Record of 
Decision for the Greenbelt Park 
General Management / Develop¬ 
ment Concept Plan, council voted 
to thank the United States De¬ 
partment of Interior for their 
Record of Decision. This docu¬ 
ment gives the results of a study 
on the park's future. In keeping 
with city wishes, the plan steers 
clear of intensive development 
for the park. 

Earlier, the Advisory Planning 
Board (APB) reviewed and sup¬ 
ported the Record of Decision. 
APB did list two concerns, how¬ 
ever, APB feels that the Record 
of Decision neglects that portion 
of the park east of the Balti- 
more-Washington Parkway. APB 
finds, “this leaves open the op¬ 
portunity for this land to be de¬ 
clared surplus by the Federal 
Government.” 

On the other hand, councilman 
Thomas X. White interpreted the 
Record of Decision differently. 
He cited the report’s statement: 
“Extensive recreational develop¬ 
ment in the East Parkway was 
rejected because of its urban 
greenspace value.” The report 
also calls for keeping the East 
Park “in a semi-natural state.” A 
future pedestrian bridge is also 
planned to link the east and 
west sections of the park. White 
explained, “This indicates the 
east part is not being ignored.” 

Saying that, “I don’t want il 
construed that we want to see 
some development there,” White 
moved that council tell the De¬ 
partment of Interior that it sup¬ 
ports the urban greenspace use of 
the east park. This proposal pass¬ 
ed along with a reiteration of 
APB’s second concern about pos¬ 
sible future difficulties entering 
and leaving the park from Green¬ 
belt Road. The Record of Decision 
does raise the possibility of a 
future entrance from Kenilworth 
Avenue. 

Street Work 

Road construction for the cen¬ 
ter of Greenbelt received a boost 
during the session as council 
awarded a contract for street 
resurfacing and drainage im¬ 
provements of Ridge Road from 
Gardenway to Eastway. Somar 
Construction Company, the low 
bidder, received the contract. The 
work is being done under a Com¬ 


munity Development Block 
Grant (SDBG). City Manager 
James Giese raised the possibil¬ 
ity of later paving Ridge from 
Southway to Westway, using 
leftover CDBG funds in combi¬ 
nation with city funds. 

First Readings 

Council also approved at first 
reading a supplemental appropri¬ 
ation to the replacement fund. 
The appropriation of $7,754 will 
be used to purchase a J 3/4-ton van 
truck needed for the building 
maintenance superintendent. 
Waiving bid procedures, council 
approved at first reading the ne¬ 
gotiated purchase of a Drott 
four-in-one bucket for a Case 
front-end loader. The item which 
will cost $7,395 is only available 
from the Chesapeake Supply and 
Equipment Company. 

As requested by the State of 
Maryland, council ratified at first 
reading the Metropolitan Wash¬ 
ington Area Air Quality Plan. 
Although the printed plan does 
not list any Greenbelt commit¬ 
ments, the city did make several 
pledges in April 1982. These in¬ 
cluded support of maximum con¬ 
struction of METRO by 1987, 
safe sidewalks within a half mile 
of METRO, commuter rail serv¬ 
ice, minibus service, bike lanes, 
synchronized light signals, use 
of interstate highway funds for 
mass transit, Stage II Vapor Re¬ 
covery Equipment at service sta¬ 
tions, reprocessing of reactive 
solvent wastes at degreasing fa¬ 
cilities, a regional tax for transit 
operations, and consideration of 
air quality in land use decisions. 

A final resolution, passed for 
first reading, dealt with nuclear 
war crisis relocation planning. A 
group of Prince Georges County 
citizens, Nuclear War Relocation 
Coalition, has sought endorse¬ 
ment of a resolution on the mat¬ 
ter which will be presented to 
Prince Georges County Council. 
The slightly modified Greenbelt 
resolution calls for the same 
thing — a special committee on 
nuclear war crisis relocation to 
study and make recommendations 
to County Council “on the feas- 
bility and extent of the county’s 
participation in nuclear war cri¬ 
sis relocation planning.” 

Items introduced for first read¬ 
ing will be back on council’s 
agenda on April 4.

to the police academy in Anne 
Arundel County. 

Green be It 

After working for Anne Arun¬ 
del County for a year, Blake 
came to Greenbelt. He intend¬ 
ed to work for Greenbelt’s po¬ 
lice department for five years, 
since Greenbelt is known as an 
excellent training department, 
and then pursue his ambition to 
become a U.S. Marshal. But 
Blake is a “war baby" and the 
competition was tough. The first 
time he applied for a job as a 
U.S. Marshal, the policy was to 
hire minorities. Two years la¬ 
ter he applied again, but the 
policy was to hire women. So 
Danny Blake built his career as 
a Greenbelt police officer and, 
according to VanValkenburgh, 
“he’s an outstanding cop.” 

The Carpenter 

Blake resigned from the de¬ 
partment in 1979 when he en¬ 
deavored to move to the Eastern 
Shore to work as a carpenter, a 
trade which he loves almost as 
much as police work. “I love to 
build things and I love drawing 
and drafting. I still do carpen¬ 
try for my neighbors.” But 
while working on the Eastern 
Shore, Blake was bitten by a tick 
and contracted Rocky Mountain 
spotted fever. He spent over a 
month in intensive care. When 
he recovered, he decided that 
police work was just as safe as 
anything else he enjoyed doing 
and came back to Greenbelt. 

Blake describes police work as 
“something you get in your 
blood.” He says he never thinks 
about being killed, that getting 
shot is a risk of the job; just as 
being burned is a risk of being 
a welder, or being cut with a 
knife is a risk of being a cook. 
‘You have to WANT to be a po¬ 
liceman, I love patrolling and 
dealing with people. I would 
never want to be off the streets 
unless I retired. Then I’d like 
to be a high sheriff in West Vir¬ 
ginia.” 

Two Worries 

Blake says that in patrol work 
he does have two worries; one is 
to keep his shift commander out 
of trouble by doing what he is 
supposed to do “I want my shift 
commander to trust me. I don’t 
want him to have to worry about 
Blake screwing up when there 
may be other officers he really 
has to worry about.” The other 
is getting to work on time. He 
alleviates this concern by com¬ 
ing in about two hours early. 

Blake reiterates his belief a- 
bout putting other people before 
himself, even when he’s the au¬ 
thority. “I try to treat every¬ 
body I meet better than I expect 
to be treated. The citizens pay 
my salary and I owe them due 
respect.” Blake always attempts 
to show people respect, even 
when he is enforcing the law. He 
says he tries not to put people 
on the spot or to belittle them.

regardless of the circumstances. 
“If I had to pull over somebody 
for speeding and he had his kids 
in the car, I might go up to the 
them and ask the kids if they 
knew their father had a tail light 
out. Then I’d ask the father to 
step out to the rear of the car 
so that I could show it to him. 
When we were out of earshot, 
I’d explain that he was speeding 
and I’d have to write him a tic¬ 
ket. That way, he wouldn’t be 
embarrassed in front of his 
kids.” 

A local youth, Dan Flanagan 
testified to Blake’s courteousness 
and understanding. Even after 
being “locked up” by Blake two 
years ago, Flanagan agrees that 
he’s a good guy. “Blake’s not 
like the others. He can com¬ 
municate with a lot of kids down 
here. He doesn’t make you feel 
like a dirtball and he doesn’t let 
the power go to his head.” 

Authority 

Blake doesn’t feel that his au¬ 
thority as a police officer fcas ev¬ 
er made him arrogant because he 
learned the essence of police 
work the hard way. In Anne 
Arundel County, the nearest 
back-up was at least 30 minutes 
away. He explains that “being 
a policemen here is totally dif¬ 
ferent. If you need help here, 
it’s here within a matter of min¬ 
utes. You’d get Greenbelt offic¬ 
ers, the State Police, Prince Ge¬ 
orges County, and even some 
park police. When I started out, 
you had to learn survival; you 
had to learn to fight or you had 
to learn to talk and put up with 
a little static from people.” 

Blake says that since he 
doesn’t make people feel belittl¬ 
ed, and because he can commun¬ 
icate with citizens w T ell, he gets 
a “thank you” from 90# of the 
people he has to arrest or tic¬ 
ket. They thank him for help¬ 
ing them realize how wrong they 
were. Blake takes the time to 
get to know the people he has to 
deal with and they, in turn, re¬ 
member him. “I’d say that 80% 
of Greenbelt know me: 20% 
know me as Blake, 20% know 
me as Danny, 30% know my face 
and the rest know me as the 
little guy with the big ears.” 

“Willing to Help” 

Cindy McKnew, the office as¬ 
sistant at the station, attests to 
Blake’s compassion, “He’s al¬ 
ways willing to help anybody. 
Sometimes it’s not even police- 
related. He’ll meet somebody in 
here or arrest somebody and 
they’ll start talking, and the 
next thing you know, Blake will 
be trying to help him with some¬ 
thing. He’s really conscientious 
and he cares nbout people but he 


can be tough when he has to 
be.” 

“Agile and Fast” 

Despite his slight build and 
quiet personality Danny Blake 
is agile and fast When absolute¬ 
ly necessary, he resorts to force 
when dealing with people in cus¬ 
tody and to pulling practical 
jokes when dealing with his col- 
leagues. McKnew elaborates 
“That sucker can run. He really 
surprises you. Once I saw him 
tear out of here after a prisoner 
who tried to get away. He caught 
him. He can really go” BLake 
has also been in situations which 
required him to fight with pris¬ 
oners. According to a co-worker, 
some time ago he needed to 
physically restrain a female pri¬ 
soner who persisted in scratch¬ 
ing, kicking and attempting to 
bite him. Blake resorted to force 
only after his repeated attempts 
to talk with her failed and his 
long enduring patience was ex¬ 
hausted. The co-worker stated 
that, “He was much more pa¬ 
tient with her than I would have 
been.” 

Practical Joker 

Though Blake usually turns 
the other cheek when he is the 
victim of practical jokes played 
on him by the other officers he’s 
not above playing unscrupulous 
practical jokes either. Laugh¬ 
ing he says, “I always play jokes 
on someone big. I never har- 
rass the little people. I usually 
get away with it, too, because 
the right people don’t catch it; 
they don’t even know what hap¬ 
pened.” 

But occasionally trouble is 
caused by the practical jokes the 
officers play and Blake is in this 
kind of trouble frequently. He 
says, “I try to stay out of troub¬ 
le but I get into trouble easier 
than anybody else. I’m the 
same as I was when I was a kid 
. . , quiet and mischievous. You 
can’t grow up; you can’t be a 
man all the time . . that would 

be terrible. You have to have 
the little boy sticking through.” 

McKnew agrees. “The guys 
mess with each other all the 
time, and we all get in trouble 
sometimes because of it. They’re 
really a close-knit bunch. When 
they work under as much stress 
as they do. and they see a chance 
to have fun, they take it and run 
with it.” 

The Greenbelt department is 
cohesive. Their respect for each 
other is solid. As the depart¬ 
ment’s new Cadet, Clifton North- 
am, sees it. “These guys kid 
around with each other and call 
each other names, but they would 
die for one another. They’re 
just that close.” 


The department has its inter¬ 
nal problems and problems with 
city officials. However, Blake 
and other officers feel that the 
police department and the city 
itself is one of the best on the 
East coast. Blake added, “We 
have our problems . . . not many, 
but they’re ours.” He also admits 
that even when there is a profes¬ 
sional conflict between the police 
department and the city and he 
may not like the circumstances, 
he realizes that the city officials 
are “only doing their job.” 

Others Recognized 
The city banquet, according to 
Mayor Weidenfeld, was an op¬ 
portunity for the city to say 
‘thanks’ to the employees, espec¬ 


ially to Danny Blake, the 1982 
outstanding employee. 

Also honored at the banquet 
were city employees receiving 
service awards. Recognized for 
five years of city service were 
Detective Douglas Sappington, 
Pfe. Fred Murray and Cpl. Daniel 
O’Neil. Ten-year service awards 
were presented to Danny Blake 
and two members of thd Public 
Works Department, crew leader 
Norman Lockerman and- equip¬ 
ment operator Kenneth Hall. Fif¬ 
teen-year pins were awarded to 
Cpl. Thomas Miskell and Sgt. 
Kenneth Stair. City Manager 
James K. Giese was recognized 
for his twenty years of service 
to the city.

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GHI Board Seeks Additional Funds 
For Refinancing; Smith to Leave

Resales financing, urea 
formaldehyde foam insula¬ 
tion inspection, and cable 
television all received a go- 
ahead at the Greenbelt 
Homes Inc. Board of Direc¬ 
tors meeting on March 10. 
Board President Jim Smith 
announced that he would be 
leaving Greenbelt for a two- 
year assignment in India. 
He will head the Department 
of Agriculture’s Far Eastern 
Regional Research Office lo¬ 
cated in New Delhi. 

The board authorized manage- 
ment to seek an additional $1.5 
million in resales financing from 
the Prince Georges County Hous¬ 
ing Authority. With an expendi¬ 
ture up to $75,000 which GHI 
recoups from sales, the resales 
financing money is made avail¬ 
able through the PGHA single 
family mortgage subsidy bond is¬ 
sue. From the same program, 
GHI had earlier obtained $1.5 
million dollars for resales finan¬ 
cing. Those funds have already 
been used for the completed pur¬ 
chase of 34 homes and an addi¬ 
tional 17 units in process. 

Urea Formaldehyde 
Foam Insulation 

Recent changes in the law 
make it mandatory for GHI and 
realtors to disclose to potential 
buyers the use of urea formalde¬ 
hyde insulation. One member 
whose house is now up for sale 
feels that this disclosure state¬ 
ment has made it harder to sell 
his unit. Management has lo¬ 
cated . a firm which tests the 
insulation and provides a state¬ 
ment on contamination levels, 
safety evaluation and recommen¬ 
dations for any corrective action. 


Storer Communications to use 
existing PEPCO and C&P ease¬ 
ments for the installation of ca¬ 
ble TV in GHI. Director John 
Lewis questioned GHI’s right to 
authorize stringing the cable to 
each unit. Others responded that 
members are free to choose the 
service or not. Storer holds the 
city's only cable television fran¬ 
chise. 

Overpass 

One of the issues which stimu¬ 
lated the most discussion was the 
placement of a path or paths 
through GHI from the pedes¬ 
trian overpass at Gardenway to 
Ridge Road, Some members who 
live in the 4 Court of Gardenway 
and the 26 Court of Ridge Road 
objected having a path between 
their courts. Some preferred that 
a sidewalk be built along Gar¬ 
denway to Crescent. Director Don 
Volk spoke in support of the path 
which channelled walkers to the 
inner walkways and cited the 
Greenbelt tradition of separating 
pedestrian and motor vehicle 
traffic. In a close vote, however, 
the board agreed to support the 
preference of the members, a 
sidewalk along Gardenway, as 
their recommendation to the city 
council, which makes the final 
decision on the route. 

Other Action 

The board approved on second 
reading the purchase of a Tandy 
Mod 16, printer and accessories 
at a cost not to exceed $8,500 and 
a $3,200 termite extermination 
contract. Management was au¬ 
thorized to inform members of 
the advantages and disadvantages 
of heat exchangers in homes with 
moisture problems and install 
them in all units where request¬ 
ed as a component of the rehab 
program. The board wrestled 
again with the issue of painting 


and structural repair on the 
brick and block homes. Board 
members generally approved 
structural repairs and debated 
the pros and cons of a volunteer 
painting program and water 
blasting all homes to look for 
structural damage. Management 
was directed to do further re¬ 
search and determine if water¬ 
blasting is necessary to discover 
structural damage which needs 
repair. 

Bernie Collinane, representing 
several members of the 14 Court 
of Laurel Hill Road, spoke of poor 
response to maintenance and re¬ 
hab calls and urged an improve¬ 
ment in the system of recording 
and responding to complaints. 
Management was directed to look 
into specific problems and also 
address the general concern. 

At the GHIDC meeting which 
preceded the GHI meeting the 
board authorized management to 
negotiate an agreement with 
Capitol Electric Contractors, Inc. 
to install extra heaters at set 
prices. This was in response to 
several members who have ex¬ 
pressed an interest in getting ad¬ 
ditional baseboard units.
